Election/Restrictions 

Claim 15 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species Is hereby withdrawn and claim 16, directed to the species of 
Figure 3 is no longer withdrawn from consideration since all of the claims to this species 
depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 
However, claims 21-23, directed to the species of page 17, lines 5-12 remain withdrawn 
from consideration since they do not depend upon or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as required by 37 CFR 1 .141 . 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless- 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3, and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

Pajala. 

The Pajala reference discloses a pen comprising a housing 2, reservoirs 5a-8a, 
openings 12, a mixing region 56, and a writing tip (end of region 56). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 4-7, 9, 12, and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 15-20 are allowed. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The Hamada reference discloses a similar pen (see col. 8, lines 
30-35 and col. 9, lines 19-21).
